The Former Discusses a European War

Paris, Sept. 2.—A reporter has interviewed 
Jndge Gresham, who is about returning 
home. Judge Gresham looked up gravely 
over his glasses, and then, turning to the re- 
porter, said:

| Strength. A critical survey of to-day’s rival 

parades will be interesting and instructive 
to those who have followed the growth and 
decline of labor unions in Chicago. Organ- 
izations that had 2,000 men in line two and 
three years ago will not have a man in to- 
day’s parade. The haymarket bomb scat- 

‘tered a dozen unions that were more or less 

powerful, and with them sunk into tempo- 

rary obscurity the great eight-hour wove- 
ment. In their places have arisen other 
unions founded on a more conservative basis. 

The twelve months that have elapsed since 
the last labor parade have been compara- 


trouble in the building trades ‘failed to take 
place, much to the relief of the general pub- 
lic and business-men who would have been 
more or less directly interested. The great 
„.“ strike was not a iocal affair, and should 
not be classed as such.

domestic rivalry inside its particular terri- 
tory, while a sugar trust on the other hand, 
being naturally exposed to foreign competi- 


| tion, must look to high tariff rates to put it 


on the same footing with a gas trust and en- 
able it to control the home market. Ultra 
tariff. rates do for one kind of trust 
what natural advantages do for the 
other—viz.: secure it an absolute mo- 


nopoly on condiuon that all tne domestic 


producers unite and levy on the traffic for 
all that it will bear. The ultra high tariff 
bounties which exclude foreign competition 
are in the nature of a premium or reward 
offered home producers in case they will 
combine and seize ail the benefits qf the 
tariff. The high customs tax bars out for- 
eign competition, and it remains only for a 
trust to take advantage of such a favorable 
situation and throttle domestic rivairy. It 
is indisputably true that an excessive tariff 
rate amounts simply to a premium on trusts.

doctrine that trusts of any kind are mere 


private matters has no sanction in the legis- 
lation or policies of English-speaking people.

THE ALBANY BURNS MEMORIAL. 
The unveiling of a statue of Robert Burns 


| in Albany, N. L., Thursday last, erected in 


pursuance of a bequest by a Scotch lady and 
by her given to the city, Was an event of 
more than ordinary moment. The occasion 
was celebrated with imposing pageantry, 
and Chicago may claim ashare in the cere- 
mony by reason of the felicitous oration 
made by Robert Collyer, who was so long 
iaentified with us, and the shorter address 
delivered by Dr. Lorimer. 

There is a pecullar fitmess in erecting 
statues to Robert Burns, not alone as a poet 
whose songs are every year becoming more 
and more valued, but peculiarly as the poet 
of the people. His first fame belongs to 
Scotland, for he was as much the product of 
her soil as Scott himself, though the distance 
was long between the romancer in his Ab- 
botsford home and the poet in his miserable 
clay cottage. Born in the most squalid pov- 
erty and doomed to toilsome drutigéry 
through his earlier years, the meanness of 
his conditions could not crush out the poetical 
ambitions of his soul. He was the ballad- 
maker of the sturdy Scotch peasantry, and 
he infused them with the same consciousness 

t human equality and freedom thai he pos- 
sessed himself. He made their life his own 


‘and he sang for thé men at the plow and in 


the work-shop, while he pleaded with in- 
finite tenderness for the mouse whose nest 
had been torn up by the share. He immor- 
talized the humble Scottish home in the 
‘*Cotter’s Saturday Night,” and added 
new beauty to the literature of love with 
„Bonnie Doon” and Highland Mary.” Loyal 
to Scotch nature, Scotch Jove, and Scotch 
home, Scotchmen everywhere have taken 
him into their hearts, forgotten his errors, 
as the world has, and have loved him for the 
loyalty of his heart and mind to Scotland. 
But as the years have passed his fame has 
transcended local limits. He wrote at the 
beginning of the great democratic move- 
ment which was commencing to agitate the 
world and was one of its forerunners. 
Though nota man of action, he impressed 
himself upon the movement with rare force 
by the undying fire of his genius and in- 
spired the heart of the common people with 
his ballads as no maker of laws or plotter of 
revolutions has done. He wrote not only 
for his time and for Scotland but for all time 
and fot all the world with the gift of proph- 
ey: 3

This Scotch gift to the City of, Albany con- 
veys a delicate suggestion to the Scotchmen 
of Chicago who cherish the memory of the 
great poet. Why should they not place in 
one of our public parks a fitting memorial to 
him? Americans have their Lincoln, Grant, 
and Dougias, the Germans their Schiller, the 
Swedes will shortly have their Linneous, and 
the Plattdeutsch admiration will soon show 
itself in a tribute to Reuter. Why should 
not the Scotch bestir themselves for Burns?

DEMOCRATIC ZEAL FOR SOUTHERN m. 


TERESTS. 

The cotton producing and handling section 
of the South is at present in a state of great 
excitement over the advance in the price of 
Cotton bagging, which has gone up from 7 to 
124¢ cents within a few days, and which may 
go up higher. Part of this aavance is due to 


‘the fact that the cotton-packing season ‘1s 
now beginning, but it is chiefly due to the 


organization of the Jute Bag Trust, which 16 
now #queezing King Cotton and his worship- 
ers. Such a trust is quite easy of forma- 
tion, since of the 50,000,000 yards of bagging 
used yearly in this country, fully one-half is 
made in St. Louis. There are mills enough 
to make ten times what is needed for the 
cotton crop of this country, but by 
judicious combination to prevent hurtful 
competition many of them have been closed, 
and eight firms are now in the business, as 
against fifteen last year. It is the estimate 
of the cotton-growers that the existence of 
this trust means the levy of a yearly tax of 
$1,500,000 or three cents a yard on them. 
The trust is, to a certain extent, supported 
by the present tariff, which levies a tax of $5 
a ton oa jute butts, out of which most of the 
bagging is made, and of a cent and a half a 
pound on imported bagging: By the Mills 
bill, which could not allow anything in the 
shape of a purely Southern pet industry. 
like cotion-growing to be interfered with,
